The Grand Master submitted his Annual Communication, 
which was read, when, on motion of the Grand Secretary, it 
was disposed of in the Usual manner l 

To the Most W ir shipful Gfrand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Brethren : In communicating with you for the last time, 
it gives me great pleasure to state, that, at no period of our 
existence have we had more cause to congratulate ourselves 
at the happy and prosperous condition of our cherished Or- 
der, and the favorable auspices under which we again meet. 
Before proceeding with our labors, let us unite in grateful 
acknowledgment to the Supreme Ruler of Heaven and Earth, 
for the health we have enjoyed, for the peace and plenty 
with which we are blessed, and for the union, happiness and 
prosperity which now attend our lodges throughout the 
State and country. 

The rapid strides which Freemasonry has taken within the 
last few years, have placed it again in the foremost rank of 
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the great benevolent institutions of the world. In contem- 
plating our exalted position every Mason’s heart must ex- 
pand with joy. But let us not imagine, that with folded 
hands and careless hearts we can now rest in security. To 
maintain this eminence we must labor with increasing dili- 
gence for the promotion of the advantages which surround 
us, and to preserve in their purity all the essential princi- 
ples of the Order. In every relation of society we must dis- 
charge our duties with honesty and fidelity. Morality, re- 
spectability, 'and usefulness to our fellowmen must distin- 
guish us from the w^orld. We must live temperately, mode- 
rately and above suspicion-. Learn by our virtue to check 
our passions, and keep ourselves within the circle of propri- 
ety. Abstain from profane language, which you are all a- 
ware is strictly forbidden and contrary to the lessons which 
we are taught in the Masonic Temple. We must carry with 
us in the world honor and integrity, as a shield to ward off 
the poisonous arrows of the vicious and envious. Be kind, 
amiable, and benevolent to all men. In all of our transac- 
tions in the Lodge, we must be actuated by no other motive 
or feeling but what we honestly and sincerely believe will re- 
dound to the interest of th% fraternity. Let no private 
or personal difficulty influence our actions upon the appli- 
cation of members, or keeping one out, if we do not ques- 
tion his intentions or character. You must guard well the 
ballot box, and allow no one to pass the threshold of the 
Sanctuary, be he low or exalted, when you have cause to 
believe that he will bring with him neither capacities for use- 
fulness or dignity of character. And we must ever recollect 
that strength does not consist in numbers ; and that rash- 
ness, false zeal and injudicious haste are especially to be 
avoided by Masons. 

The Subordinate Lodges throughout the State have been 
advancing steadily and surely ; new Lodges have been erect- 
ed and dedicated to universal benevolence ; old ones have 
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commenced laboring again ; and all of them are now work- 
ing with industry, union and love. I am pleased to record 
these evidences of prosperity in our Lodges. And it gives 
me still greater pleasure to announce that I do not know of 
any Lodge that is working in this State, which is declining 
in prosperity or even stationary. On the contrary, they 
have not only greatly increased in numbers, but I am of the 
opinion that there is a general and very decisive improve- 
ment in the morality and character of the members. 

I called for and received the charter of Unanimity Lodge, 
No. 54, Edenton, and upon application I granted a Dispen- 
sation to form a new Lodge in that town. From a knowl- 
edge of the standing and intelligence of those at whose re- 
quest it was granted, I feel justified in saying that .there will 
be now efficient guards placed at the door of entrance, and 
that the new Lodge will rank with any Lodge in the State 
in zeal and respectability. 

Our Brother, the Grand Secretary, will in his communi- 
cation inform the Grand Lodge of the number of Dispensa- 
tions for new Lodges granted during the present year. 

The Grand Lecturer, Brother L. L. Stephenson, sent me 
his resignation in August last# The year being far advanced, 
I deemed it inadvisable to procure the services of a Grand 
Leeturer to supply his place. 

I appointed Brother James M. Cherry as Lecturer for the. 
Lodges in the vicinity of Windsor, and from his zeal and 
ability, I consider the Craft particularly fortunate in having 
his aid and assistance. I made no appointment in the West, 
not being able to get a suitable Brother there, to act in the 
capacity of a Lecturer. 

I am greatly indebted to our zealous and worthy Brother 
Cyrus P. Mendenhall, Deputy Grand Master, for the prompt 
and efficient aid he has rendered me and also for the valua- 
ble and important services he has rendered to the Lodges in 
the West. 
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That some kind of order and system be preserved in every 
society, is essential to its existence. Our standing as citi- 
zens, our reputation as Masons will induce us to take some 
notice of profligate members. But how many Lodges have 
we, how many Masons are there in this State, that possess 
that high and noble courage, that would enable them to stand 
up in the face of the world and act in all things concerning 
our Lodges as their consciences dictate. Do we not receive 
many yearly into our Temple from their standing in society, 
when we have cause to doubt their qualifications, and be- 
lieve they will never add to, but [will detract from, and in- 
jure the Institution ? And how many are allowed to remain 
with us on the principle of expediency, that are daily bring- 
ing contempt upon us, that are making us appear ridiculous 
in the eyes of the world for our professions, and that are 
trampling those holy principles, the foundation of our Order 
under their feet ? Are not many crimes of members either 
entirely overlooked or but slightly touched, lest the cause 
should suffer from their being offended? Doubtless there are 
many. But Masonry should respect no man, be he high or 
low, that lays himself down in the pathway of our prosperity. 
Principle should be our guide in all cases, and not the stand- 
ing or influence of men. And whenever they ^are disregard- 
ed, whenever they are endangered, or are liable to be brought 
into disrepute, w r e should show an unbroken front, and act 
promptly and firmly, for the maintainance of the great prin- 
ciples which have carried us safe through centuries. 

A member should never be allowed to withdraw and leave 
a Lodge in a passion because he is not sustained in an opin- 
ion of his own, or because he becomes dissatisfied with some 
action of the Lodge. I believe no Mason has a right to non- 
affiliate himself, and no Lodge possesses the power to allow 
a Brother to withdraw of his own accord. The withdraw- 
al of a member cannot of itself dissolve the relation be- 
tween him and the fraternity. Until exclusion has taken 
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place, he is a member, and his conduct affects their interest 
and reputation as much as that of any other member. If this 
is allowed he is unquestionably entitled to all the benefits 
that can accrue from Masonry, without being responsible for 
any of its acts. And frequently Lodges will, as they do now, 
find themselves in the awkward predicament of acknowledg- 
ing a Brother is right and allow him to withdraw in good 
standing, when nearly the whole Lodge is opposed to his 
course and condemns him. A Lodge jhas no power to enter 
into compromises with members. They should abide the law, 
and if they violate the law in spirit Or action, they should be 
made to suffer accordingly. If the soeiety falls in strictly 
maintaining its laws, let it fall. And if it cannot exist un- 
der its own discipline it should fall. What is our profession 
and the object of our Order? We profess to be different 
from other associations of men. We acknowledge our society 
to be a peculiar one, and that this peculiarity, in a large de- 
gree, is visibly shown by our entire submission to the rules 
and laws that govern us. In my opinion the Masonic Order 
has laws and customs of its own, whieh it must # obey, and not 
allow members to impose upon it their sense of justice and 
rules of action. Not allow them to come in, modify, and re- 
lax its code under the pretext it is too severe. A good Ma- 
son will cheerfully obey the law, and conform to all the rules 
and customs of the fraternity. One that will not, I do not 
hesitate to say is not worthy the name and should be expel- 
led. Let us hold fast, my Brethren, to^those customs and 
principles which are entrusted to our keeping, without mod- 
ification or alteration ; principles that have fed the hungry, 
clothed the naked, given rest to the weary, dried up the tears 
of the afflicted widows, silenced the cries of the helpless or- 
phans, made us loyal to our country, and caused us to bow 
with reverence to the living God. 

It is of the utmost importance to the Lodges, that their 
members should be punctual and regular in attending their 
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meetings when circumstances will allow. AH masons, I am 
aware, have not command of their own time. But many that 
do, will, from the most trivial causes, such as a little indispo- 
sition, little inclemency of the weather or an unimportant 
engagement, absent themselves. This is not as it should be, 
and their neglect is inexcusable. Every Mason that is not 
really engaged, should feel under obligations to attend regu- 
larly upon the call of the Lodge. No one should be absent 
without sufficient cause. The W. Master has a right to ex- 
pect his brethren at all meetings when they are properly 
summoned, and their presence is necessary ; if they were not 
required to be present they would not be called upon. There 
are some who are scarcely ever seen in a Lodge, except on 
particular occasions, who remain away with the belief that a 
Sufficient number will be present to transact business, and it 
is needless for them to attend. Those who act thus, show 
such indifference to the interest of the Institution, that we 
have reason to doubt whether they desire its advancement. 
All of us should remember that we are “bound by duty, honor 
and gratitude, to be faithful to our trust : to support the dig - 
nity of our characters on every occasion : and to enforce by 
precept and example obedience to the tenets of the Order.” 

Let our actions about our benevolence be made known, 
rather than our professions. Nothing can make us appear 
mere inconsistent, if we do not practice as well as teach 
charity to all men. How many are there, who make no ex- 
ertions to smooth the rough path of those that are distressed, 
or that endeavor to relieve the sufferings of the sick, or that 
ever administer to the wants of the indigent around them. 
We are all too apt to let opportunities of bestowing charity, 
even on worthy applicants, pass, believing if we do not re- 
lieve them, some one will, and that we pay our dues regular- 
ly, and by so doing we have discharged our duty both as men 
and Masons. This is not real masonry or the object of our 
Order. We should seek opportunities to do good unto all 
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and never let any one go by ns without proving the sincerity 
of our profession, and the benevolence of ^Masons. Let us 
be first to the sick chamber and the houses of mourning : be 
first to give coilsolation and comfort to the unfortunate, and 
last to forsake those that are in distress. By so acting we 
would do more for the cause of masonry, than we ever could 
with all the splendid regalia that was ever worn by men, or 
all the glittering drapery that ever deeorated a Lodge. 

In concluding these remarks, my Brethren, relative to the 
Lodges, I must say that in making them, I have been actu- 
ated by no personal motive, and have had nothing in view 
but what in my judgment I believe to be to the interest of 
the members, and the welfare of the Order. If they appear 
harsh to any one, let them remember they were made with 
no intention of wounding their feelings, but rather to correct 
the abuses which we find in ours as well as all other socie- 
ties, If they should have this effect' it is all I desire and all 
that I wish, and should never regret they were made. 

In inviting your attention again to the College, I am com- 
pelled to say, that after the experience of another year, I am 
still of the opinion, that the establishment of such an Insti- 
tution is due not only to our Order, but our free and happy 
country, and the enlightened age in which it has pleased God 
to let us live. Are we to go down to the grave without leav- 
ing behind us any permanent and honorable institution of 
learning to our descendants? Are we to live on and make 
no effort towards the education of our children, and the im- 
provement of the moral and social condition of man? Our 
professions of refinement and search for knowledge forbid, 
while other societies around us have made, and are now ma- 
king preparations for the extension and diffusion of learning 
throughout the In asses of those Avho are to succeed them. If 
we do, would it be in accordance with the spirit and teach- 
ings of our Institution? Would it be the true workings of 
Freemasonry? Let every Mason see that our actions at least 
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keep pace with our professions in the onward movements of 
learning. Let every brother who loves the principles which 
have showered blessings upon thousands of those around 
him, and who desires to transmit them in their purity to his 
children and the children of Masons, come forward and a- 
rouse himself for action and wipe away at once this reproach. 
May we all remember, but especially the young brethren, 
that the responsible mission of our Order can only be fulfil- 
led by thorough and universal education of her sons. I must 
now leave this subject in your hands. I do it with the be- 
lief that you will in your wisdom act for the honor and in- 
terest of the Craft. And although it is the last appeal I shall 
ever make from this high position, when I go from here, I 
will always bo ready and anxious to co-operate earnestly 
and heartily in the great and noble enterprise. I fervently 
hope we may all be present at the completion and dedication 
of the Temple of science, and survive to see the “rich mosa- 
ics upon the vaulted walls of all our Lodges be the types of 
the various minds of those, who meet in harmony and broth- 
erhood beneath them." 

As the most appropriate opportunity,* I now return my 
heartful thanks for the high honor and many favors you 
have bestowed upon me. I am fully aware of my inability 
ever to repay the cordial, warm hearted, and devoted friends 
who have surrounded me from my first step in masonry up 
to the present moment, i am deeply affected by the strong 
proof which my Brethren of every section of the State have 
given me of their confidence and esteem. To them if I could 
command language I would return my grateful acknowledg- 
ments, as all that I have for their disinterested kindness and 
attachment. But' if I cannot find language to express my 
obligations to them, what can I say at all equal with those 
feelings of gratitude which I owe to St. John's Lodge, No. 
3, and the members individually for their devoted attach- 
ment and unwavering kindness. When called to this chair, 
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that the parties are all dead, their estates long since closed, 
and the chances for collecting them, extremely bad • Un- 
der these considerations I hope the Grand Lodge ^dis- 
pose of them in some way, and relieve their Secretary rom 
the burthen of retaining in his possession an amount of debt* 
which are totally insolvent, and can never be collected. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence were directed 

to furnish me with a copy of their Report, to he pnn ed for 
the use of the members and delegates. Reasons satisfactory 
to the Grand Lodge will doubtless be rendered by the Com- 
mittee for their neglect in the discharge of this duty made ob-

The Grand Secretary read a communication from a Com- 
mittee of Masons of Fredericksburg, Ya., which, on his 
motion, was referred to a Committee consisting of Bros. 
Reid, R. S. French, J. H. Moore and A . Martin. 

The Committee on Returns and Communications from 
Subordinate Lodges made their report ; which was adopted : 

The committee on Works, Proceedings and Returns of 
Subordinate Lodges, to whom were referred the By-Laws, 
Returns and Prcceedings of the several Lodges, together 
with every other matter relating in any way to said Lodges 
which may not be otherwise disposed of, beg leave to repoit 
that the only data in possession of this Committee on which 
to found a report are the returns of the subordinate Lodges, 
and consequently this report must be confined to the returns 
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which have been made. The returns being incomplete the 
report is left open for correction of the Grand Secretary. 

The committee regret to say that not one of the returns 
is full and complete ; but the Lodges having sent up their 
By-Laws, most of them without the seal of their Lodge, 
without their time of meeting and county in which they are 
located and the Report of their Agency of St. John’s College.

The Report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence 
was called up, and adopted. 

Foreign Correspondence Committee Report , submitted by C 1 

II. Jordan , Chairman. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence avail them- 
selves of the present moment to present to you the fraternal 
salutations of twenty— seven Lodges in the United States and 
one in Canada, viz : Arkansas, New Hampshire, Michigan, 
Florida, Mississippi, Ohio, Missouri, Texas, Virginia, Cali- 
fornia, Maryland, Massachusetts, Kentucky, New York, 
Wisconsin, South Carolina, Indiana, Louisiana, Tennessee, 
Oregon, Alabama, District of Columbia, Illinois, Maine, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Vermont and the Provincial 
Grand Lodge of Canada West. 
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In reviewing the amount of matter (nearly three thousand 
pages) thus furnished, your committee had to review long 
dissertations on questions often discussed, and which they 
had supposed definitely settled long ago : such for instance 
as adjourning lodges, calling for previous questions, &c. It 
may not be amiss for us to say here, that *such proceedure 
has been decided by the best masonic authority in the world, 
often, and often repeated, to be contrary to the ancient 
usages of the craft, and ought not to be allowed. 

It is much to be regretted that Foreign Correspondence 
Committees endeavor more to make a show of learning be- 
fore their lodges, than to present to those bodies the 
subjects that legitimately claim their consideration. Re- 
ports are hastily read, imperfectly digested by the Lodge, 
and in this way sentiments at war with every principle of the 
Institution, promulgated as sound masonic doctrine. 

The duties of a Foreign Correspondence Committee may 
bebriefiy summed up thus, “ to call the attention of the Grand 
Lodge to such subjects of foreign interest in other jurisdic- 
tions as their importance demands. ” In doing this, new 
questions may attract attention, new doctrines on Ma- 
sonic law, or masonic polity may arise, in which case it is 
the duty of the committee to furnish their Lodge w r ith all 
the light at their command; to state the law, or usages 
of the fraternity, and thus correct errors that might other- 
wise be perpetuated to the manifest injury of the craft. 

Notwithstanding these little sources of annoyance, and a 
few difficulties of a more serious character, your committee 
have abundant reason to congratulate your worshipful lodge 
that our cause has never furnished stronger evidences of 
general prosperity than during the year now about to close. 
From the most reliable information which your committee 
has been able to collect there are upwards of fifteen hundred 
regularly constituted lodges in the United States embracing 
an aggregate membership of fifty thousand “good and true.” 
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In view of the vast amount of printed matter through which 
we have had to read, they deem it entirely unnecessary to 
review the proceedings of each Grand Lodge separately, but 
will simply content themselves by bringing to your consider- 
ation such questions of general interest as may have attract- 
ed attention in prosecuting the task committed to their hands. 

In perusing the annual message of the Grand Master of 
Missouri, we apprehend he has fallen into an error m his views 
of the true character of a Foreign Correspondence Commit- 
tee’s report. In relation to their own report, that officer 
says, “ while I regret, deeply regret, that no report is to be 
received from that committee (Foreign Correspondence) 1 
must be permitted to say, that under the peculiar circum- 
stances in which J. W. S Mitchell, their chairman, was 
placed by the action of the Grand Lodge at our last annual 
communication, no blame ought to attach to him, after devo- 
ting, as he did, much time and labor in preparing a lengthy, and 
I may add, luminous and able report, as chairman, the attempt 
of the Grand Lodge to prune and modify it in many impor- 
tant particulars, w*as well calculated, to discourage, if not 
prevent him from submitting another. ” 

u Although I do not concur in all the positions assumed in 
the report nor agree with all its deductions still it was the 
production of the chairman, so recognized and understood by 
every well informed Mason ; he alone was responsible for it 
and not the Grand Lodge of Missouri* ” 

The objectionable and unsound features in the foregoing 
quotation are 1st. the implied denial of the right of the 
Grand Lodge t o “prune and modify ” a report of a commit- 
tee on Foreign Correspondence, and 2d. that the chairman 
alone is responsible for the doctrines contained in such reports. 

The opinions of your Committee on these two important 
points differ widely from those expressed by the Grand Mas- 
ter of Missouri. 

W e do not pretend to decide the points in the report, at 
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issue, between Bro. Mitchell and his Grand Lodge (the ques- 
tions on which they differed are not stated,) but it is with 
the doctrines of the Grand Master; “ that any attempt on 
the part of a Grand Lodge to correct, modify or improve ” a 
Foreign Correspondence Report is wrong. It is true the 
Grand Master has not stated his position as distinctly as we 
have done. But it is equally true that no other conclusion 
can be drawn from what he does say. Now the very reverse 
of this position, to our minds, is true. Every Foreign Cor- 
respondence Committee’s Report is read in open lodge, for 
various reasons, one of the principal of which is, that the 
lodge may hear and judge of the principles it promulgates, 
as well as the censures, approvals, &c,, it may contain in re- 
gard to other jurisdictions. These reports are discussed, 
“ pruned and modified” by the Lodge and go out to the 
world as the judgment of the Grand Lodge from which they 
emanate. Hence the universal anxiety to read these docu- 
ments on all contested subjects. They constitute the verdict 
of the Fraternity on all such matters, and a decision of all 
the Grand Lodges (made generally through these reports has 
most generally settled difficulties in jurisdictions, where such 
things have existed ; because they spoke the voice of a majority 
of the craftsmen, and not the voice of a single individual. 

The second branch of this subject, that “ the chairman 
alone is responsible for the doctrine contained in such re- 
ports, ” must, as a matter of course, if the foregoing con- 
clusions be correct, fall to the ground. They are the voice 
of the Grand Lodge and not of a single individual. 

Difficulties appear to lower with portentious threatenings 
over the face of our Institution in New York. We have be- 
held with inexpressible anguish the condition of the order 
in the Empire State. None have lamented it more than their 
brethren in North Carolina ; none would have been freeer to 
have offered the Olive branch than North Carolina, if she could 
have flattered herself that her meditation could have effected 
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reconciliation and peace. On two or three different occasions 
she, with her sister Grand Lodges, has expressed an opinion on 
the subj ec t of the then existing controversies. She has rej oiced 
too, at the brightening prospects of peace and good order. But 
ere the salutations had reached her brethren in the East and * 
West, in the South, and North, our ears are pained, our 
feelings^ lacerated afresh, at the discordant sounds that 
again come to us from New York It is known to most of us 
that an incident of memorable notoriety was consummated 
at Tripler Hall in the City of New York on the 27th day of 
December; A. L., 5850 in the. union of the Grand Lodge of 
New York and the St. John’s Grand Lodge. By this union 
a large “ number of intelligent men and zealous masons were 
restored to the great body of our Society, )f and one long 
lamented and fruitful element of discord entirely and forever 
annihilated* Joyfully as this union was received through- 
out this vast Republic, we regret to say it was of short du- 
ration. That body is still in existence “ and continues to 
exercise the rights and powers of a Grand Lodge without 
the constitutional organization of a legitimate Grand Lodge. ” 
This self-styled Grand Lodge has been revived by H. C. At- 
wood under the name of St. John’s Grand Lodge of the 
Most Ancient and Honorable Fraternity of Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons of the State of New York. 

Besides this “ there are one or two more irregular bodies 
holding their meetings at Pythagoras Hall, located in Walk- 
er Street, in the city of New York, who derive their authori- 
ty from the Grand Lodge of Hamburg, in Germany. 

Every Grand Lodge in America ought to remonstrate in 
the most decided and unequivocal terms against this intru- 
sion of her pretensions to jurisdiction in territory already 
occupied by another Grand Lodge, no matter of what kind of 
persons those lodges was to be composed. The Grand Master 
of New York did remonstrate against the course about to be 
pursued by the Grand Master of Hamburg, in a kind and 
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brotherly manner. He, however, justified, (or rather at- 
tempted to do so,) his course on the ground that these lodges 
were composed of German subjects ; we suppose German 
emigrants. This attempt at justification, in the opinion of your 
Committee, is a miserable subterfuge, a mere quibble, unwor- 
thy the high functionary who has resorted to it. Once admit the 
fact that he had the right to charter Pythagoras Lodge because 
that Lodge was composed of native Germans, and the door is 
opened for almost every Grand Master in Europe to assume 
Masonic jurisdiction in the United States. The disastrous 
results of such a course are too palpable to need pointing out. 

They also have in existence in New York the Philips and 
Herring Grand Lodge, presided over now by Mordecai 
Myers, Delta Lodge, No. 242, located in Brooklyn has 
withdrawn its allegiance from the Grand Lodge of New 
York, and is said to be acting with a body of clandes- 
tine Masons, claiming to hold masonic jurisdiction in the 
State. Thus it may be seen in New York, there are four 
or five masonic bodies claiming to be Grand Lodges of their 
own exercising all the rights of a Grand Lodge, viz : 

The Old Grand Lodge of Free and accepted Masons (the 
only one recognized by us) of which Hon. It. H. Walworth 
is Grand Master, and James M. Austin Grand Secretary. 

St. John’s Grand Lodge of which Richard Thum is Grand 
Master, and Charles Willetts Grand Secretary, working in 
the Scotch Rite. Delta Lodge and other clandestine associ- 
ations — officers not known. 

The Herring Grand Lodge claiming to be the Grand Lodge 
of New York, holding their meetings at No. 605 Broadway, 
is now presided over by Mordecai Myers, James Herring, 
Grand Secretary. 

Your Committee have been thus particular in noting these 
interdicted bodies that we may know with whom we may act 
in fraternal intercourse. By a previous decision of this 
Grand Lodge (and your present Committee know no reason 
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why it should be changed) we can act masonically with no 
New York Mason who disavows allegiance to the Grand 
Lodge of New York over which Hon. R. H. Walworth now 
presides. It is the only legitimate Grand Lodge of New 
York. Our doctrine is, and ever has been, that but one 
Grand Lodge can exercise masonic jurisdiction over the same 
territory at a time. 

These difficulties in the Grand Lodge of New York, have 
given rise to a queston of vital interest to the whole fami- 
ly of Grand Lodges throughout the civilized world : the 
Division of a Grand Lodge. Beyond the confines of 
State boundaries this is a subject of no little interest to all 
Grand Lodges, especially in the United States. A conven- 
tion of thirty-two lodges recently assembled in Rochester for 
the purpose of considering the propriety of dividing the State 
of New York into two masonic jurisdictions, and almost unan- 
imously declared it expedient to do so ; only three lodges 
voting in the negative. We regard this as a question re- 
quiring wise councils and careful consideration before it is 
determined. Other Grand Lodges cannot feel otherwise than 
deeply interested in a question involving so much. 

Is it competent for a Grand Lodge to divide itself? If so 
into how many parts may she divide ? 

Concede the principle of division and we are at once at sea 
without either chart or compass to direct our boisterous adven- 
ture. We know of no hindrance to the multiplication of 
Gtand Lodges in any State. in the Union in proportion as the 
number three is contained in the whole number of subordinate 
lodges in that State. In the establishment of New Grand 
Lodges (we mean the territorv where there is no Grand 
Lodge,) the number of regular lodges required by the old 
constitution to form a Crand Lodge is only three. If we con- 
cede the principle that a Grand Lodge has the right to divide 
at all, we may know of no limit to the rule of formation short 
of an entire exhaustion of the constitutional limit above 
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laid down. Thus, a Grand Lodge having a hundred subordi- 
nate lodges might divide into thirty-three Grand Lodges. 
Before a precedent so momentous in its future bearings is al- 
lowed, brethren should reflect well on what they do. Your 
committee are of opinion every Grand Lodge in the civilized 
world should at once raise their voice against any such action 
on the part of the Grand Lodge of New York or any other 
Grand Lodge. They should not allow it : the consequences 
■would be disastrous to the fraternity. If the brethren in 
New York would remove the Grand Lodge from the city to' 
some small town in the interior of the State, we believe most 
of the difficulties they have had to encounter would entirely 
cease. Peace and harmony be restored. Your committee 
believe most of the difficulties that have existed in New York 
have grown out of conflicting interests (real, or imaginary) 
between city and interior country members, and that the 
Grand Lodge should endeavor to remove the evil as far as is 
in their power to do so. . 

We have already extended our notice of the Grand Lodge 
of New York farther than we anticipated, but we are unwill- 
ing to dismiss her without a passing notice of her strictures 
through her Correspondence Committee, on a portion of our 
present Grand Master’s address in December, 1851. It will 
be remembered that the Grand Master in that address cen- 
sured the practice of some lodges in “ adjourning or declar- 
ing them adjourned instead of closed.” They say (upon 
what authority we know not) “it is proper to adjourn, declare 
adjourned, close, and call from labor to refreshment.” We 
have said we are unacquainted With any sound reliable au- 
thority for any such proceedure. Anciently, (as far as we 
have been able to acquire any knowledge on the subject) our 
father’s called from labor to refreshment to attend the ban- 
quet, then common in every lodge. When the work of the 
day was completed, they closed until the neut regular com- 
munication. If the work was emergent theyclosed until the 
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time appointed, next day, next week, or whatever time it was 
thought most convenient for the craft to reassemble : it was 
called a By-night — a By-assembling, &c.; the lodge was duly 
opened. The word adjourn has no place in their vocabulary. 
It does not occur in their proceedings — is one of modern ori- 
gin, and ought not, in our opinion, to be used by our lodges. 
Calling from labor to refreshment, closing a lodge are masonic 
technicalities well understood and should not be abandoned 
for legislative or court terms. 

In the further prosecution of our duties we are not yet 
relieved from the painful task of noticing difficulties amongst 
our brethren. We would gladly leave a duty so painful to us, 
which must be equally so to the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge of Louisiana is again the theatre of new 
masonic difficulties. Difficulties springing out of an assump- 
tion of power by a body calling itself a Supreme Council of 
the Thirty-Third Degree, whose place of meeting is in New 
Orleans, and which, by those we suppose competent to judge, 
has been declared to be spurious, has interfered with the 
prerogative of the Grand Lodge by granting warrants or 
charters to Symbolic Lodges within that jurisdiction. The 
lodges thus constituted have been declared clandestine and 
all masonic intercourse interdicted. A historical sketch of 
these conflicting bodies was given in the Foreign Correspond- 
ence Committee’s Report to this Grand Lodge three years ago, 
and repeated in a similar Report two years ago. It is unneces** 
sary therefore to repeat it here. We will only add, that it is 
regarded as spurious by the Grand Lodge of Scotland in 
whose Rite they profess to work. 

The Grand Master of Texas has called the attention of 
his lodge in decided terms to what he calls Negro Masonry. 
The Foreign Correspondence Committee of the Grand Lodge 
of Mississippi make an extract from that address and com- 
ment on it in no measured reproach. They say, “ either 
the Grand Lodges of England or Ireland have invaded the 
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jurisdiction of some of our sister Grand Lodges in the Uni- 
ted States, with or without the consent of these Grand 
Lodges, or our sisters have themselves been guilty of wrong.” 
The Editor of the Free Mason’s Magazine, (Bro. C. W. 
Moore) says : “ Neither of these alternatives is true, and 
the fling at our sisters was uncalled for.” There is not a 
lawfully authorized or acknowledged negro lodge in the Uni- 
ted States, nor are we aware that there is a negro in the 
ountry who could rightfully claim, or properly be admitted 
into any lawful Masonic Lodge. That there are associations 
of blacks, claiming to be Masons, is true. They exist in this 
city, (Boston,) New York, Philadelphia and in Baltimore, 
aid probably in other cities, South and West, but they exist 
without authority, and their claims are no where recognised. 
The assumption of the name does not make them masonic ; 
and it is an assumption for which there is no remedy.” Brc. 
Moore says the only legal lodge of negroes ever authorized 
in this country was by charter from the Grand Lodge of 
England in the year 1784. Some colored persons in that 
city, (Boston) prayed the Grand Lodge at London for a 
charter empowering them to open a Masonic Lodge. The 
petition was entrusted to Capt. Scott, master of a London 
packet, through whose influence and misrepresentations, it is 
said, the prayer of the petitioners was granted. The charter 
was received in 1787, and the lodge organized. Though (says 
he) we are not aware they ever did any work. The charter 
was soon revoked and stricken from the register of the Grand 
Lodge of England. It never was recognized by the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts. fi< Some years ago this old charter 
fell into the hands of certain colored persons claiming to be 
masons, by whom a lodge was organized in this (Boston) city. 
We believe it is still in existence, though of its proceedings 
we know nothing. If its members are in the possession of 
anything resembling the ritual of Masonry, they probably 
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received it from the West Indies or St. Domingo, where th<& 
more intelligent and educated are received into their lodges / 7 
To your committee this appears to he the most satisfactory 
account of negro masonry in this country, they have ever 
seen. They have no satisfactory evidence that it is recog- 
nised by any Grand Lodge in the United States, and cannot 
therefore hold them accountable for its existence. It is all 
spurious. The remedy is not with us. We have expressed 
ourselves freely on this subject three years ago, which opin- 
ion we continue to entertain. * 

At the same communication of this Grand Lodge, an 
opinion on the subject of the Past Master’s Degree was also 
expressed, recognising it as a bona fide degree, instituted for 
wise and salutary puposes, having in it all the elements of a 
degree. By a subsequent report, adopted by the Grand 
Lodge, this as well as several others are denominated “ Side 
Degrees.” Other Grand Lodges have published the same 
opinions. To us it is manifest these opinions are not 
in accordance with the history of those departments of our 
order. Every person acquainted with some of those degrees* 
at once recognises in them parts and parcels of Ancient 
Craft Masonry. Their connection with, and identity to, the 
universally acknowledged degrees of Ancient Craft Mason- 
ry, at once impress the mind with their ancient origin. Their 
location by the legislative departments of our Institution is 
another question; one that cannot be properly discussed 
here. The Past Master’s Degree was established solely for 
the benefit of those who by skill and industry had proven 
themselves worthy of further reward. ' Upon the revival of 
Loyal Arch Masonry none could receive it but Past Masters, 
by which was meant those who had passed the chair of some reg- 
ular lodge, this was believed to be too far limiting the number 
of those who were entitled by their fidelity and zeal to the II. 
A. Degree. It was instituted expressly for the extension of 
the precepts of that Most Sublime Degree. They took it 
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and were constituted Past Masters, and thereby entitled to 
all the privileges of any other Past Masters. The term Past 
Master is used by lodges in a different sense when they speak 
of those who have passed the chair in their own lodges. 

If any in the catalogue of regular Masonic Degrees de- 
serves the appellation of Side Degree it is certainly this ; but, 
our Grand Lodge has said it is regular. 

We have adverted to this subject simply to show how neces- 
sary it is that Grand Lodges should be particular with their 
Foreign Correspondence Reports. They are eagerly sought 
after by the whole Masonic Fraternity as containing the 
views of the Grand Lodge from which they emanate, on all 
debatable or unsettled questions. The y Grand Lodge should 
also attend to them to -prevent unnecessary repetition. We 
observe voluminous reports on subjects upon which the whole 
Masonic World is agreed ; upon which there is not, nor cannot 
be a difference of opinion. If these things are permitted to 
go on they will lose in interest, and not be sought after, as 
they now are. 

We have one other subject upon which to offer a few 
thoughts and we shall close our report : 

Accountability of Grand Masters. This subject has elici- 
ted a great deal of discussion during the past year, growing 
out of a certain act of the Grand Master of California. Is 
a Grand Master accountable to his Grand Lodge ? Can he 
be held responsible to his brethren for his official acts or his 
moral delinquencies ? 

The very idea that he is created by a constitutional body, 
a body having the pow r er, as expressed in the old constitutions, 
“to regulate themselves, and to amend what might happen 
amiss,” gives to each Grand Lodge the power over their Grand 
Master, if, during his official term, he should do “ amiss.' ’ It 
reflects the highest credit upon our Institution, during a period 
of nearly one thousand years in England, from the time the 
first Free Charter was obtained of King Athelstan, in the 
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year 526, down to the present time, the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
land has never, in a solitary instance, had to deal with a 
Grand Master for moral or official delinquency. Nor have the 
American Grand Lodges had much cause of humiliation in 
this respect. . From the earliest existence of Grand Lodges 
in the United States to the present time, but a single instance 
can be cited as a precedent ; that is of recent date* In the 
year 1850 the Grand Lodge of Alabama did expel her Grand 
Master for an offence against the civil law. 

The opinion of the Grand Lodge of England, as to the 
accountability of Grand Masters, is clearly expressed in her 
Book of Constitutions in the following words : “ If the Grand 
Master should abuse his power, and render himself unwor- 
thy of the obedience of the Lodges, die shall be subjected to 
some new regulation, to be dictated by the occasion ; because, 
hitherto, the ancient Fraternity have had no reason to provide 
for an event which they have presumed would never happen. ” 

There can be no question but that this article views him in 
the light of accountability to his Grand Lodge, and indicates 
the way in which he may be held to that accountability, viz : 
“ some new regulation’ ’ which the Grand Lodge is fully 
authorized to make. The Grand Master “ is not therefore 
the irresponsible officer which some of our Grand Lodges 
would have their brethren believe him to be.” He is as re- 
sponsible to the laws of the body over which he presides as 
the humblest brother who may chance to share his malevo- 
lence or cupidity. 

This discussion in our Grand Lodges has grown out of 
certain alledged acts and declarations of the Grand Master 
of California. These difficulties we are happy to say have 
all been amicably settled. Cne cause of complaint against 
the Grand Master wa& the exercise of the high prerogative 
of making Masons at sight ; a right which we deny to any 
one, be he Grand or Subordinate Master, unless done in the 
right way : ip some place representing a lodge, in which is 
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placed in masonic form the Holy Bible, Square and Compass, 
with the requisite number of brethren. A Grand Master 
can no more omit these perquisites than can any one else. 
We maintain too, that it is a palpable violation, both of law 
and usage, for him to make a Mason of a man who is repul- 
sive to the brethren, who has received the seal of their dis- 
approbation at the ballot-box. 

We are aware that the law provides for his making Masons 
at sight, but it cannot mean that he can make them in viola- 
tion of all other laws ; those great fundamental laws, the 
abrogation of which would utterly and inevitably destroy our 
society. Anciently few men were capable of making Masons 
at all. This power was given to the Grand Master on the 
grounds that he was, and for the information of the craft, as 
well as the diffusion of our cherished principles, allowed to 
dispense with some of the less important perquisites ; but 
never permitted to violate a law without which masonry could 
no more exist than light without a luminous body. 

One other subject presents itself to our minds and we shall 
no longer trespass on your patience. It is our unexampled 
prosperity, our unprecedented increase in numbers, our excess 
in popularity. Multitudes are recklessly thronging our por- 
tals. The idle, the hypocritical, and the vicious are all try- 
ing to enter our venerated temple, which anciently, was only 
impressed with the foot prints of the pure in heart. It is 
our duty to guard with fraternal care the sacred entrance. 
Numbers without principles, ever have, and ever will be 
dangerous to societies for moral promotion and general be- 
nevolence. Let us look well to the characters of those who 
knock at our gates. That our precepts, founded upon the 
immutable teachings of Divine truth, may be approved by our 
fellow men ; but above all by Him who rules and governs all. 
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The Report of the Board of Trustees of Saint John’s 
College was submitted and read, and on motion, the same was 
adopted. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

In compliance with a resolution of the last grand commu- 
nication of your body, requiring the Board of Trustees of 
St. John’s College to make an annual report of all their acts 
and doings to the Grand Lodge, Hhe undersigned is instructed 
by said Board, to make the following report : 

That some time during the last year the Board of Trus- 
tees availed themselves of a favorable opportunity and pur- 
chased a site for the College, a very handsome situation 
within the corporate limits of Oxford, at the price of $4500. 
The situation is upon an eminence in a large and beautiful 
grove, commanding a fine view of the surrounding country 
and of the town, with all the privacy of the country and the 
facilities of the town; containing 119 acres with a good 
dwelling and outhouses upon it, and is worth now, and would 
command more than was given for the same. That all the 
money, in the hands of the Treasurer of the Board, viz : the 
sum of about $2,250 was appropriated towards the payment 
of the same, and the remainder of the price was borrowed 
by the board, and a mortgage giyen on the property to secure 
the debt. That the said premises are now rented out, until 
they shall be needed for the College, at $100 per annum. 

The foregoing is a compend of all the acts and doings of 
the Board of Trusteqs. The Board have, however, instructed 
the undersigned to lay upon the table of your secretary, the 
book containing a record of their proceedings at large, for 
the inspection of the Grand Lodge. The undersigned is 
informed that the whole amount subscribed for the College is 
$17, 355, of which sum Subordinate Lodges subscribed $8,555; 
citizens of Oxford, $5,805 ; individual masons, $2,425; col- 
lected but not paid in by C. H. Wiley at the North, $270 ; 
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In answer to circular letters, $200 ; donation by Grand Chap- 
ter, $100 ; whicli several sums make the aforesaid amount of 
$17,355. Of this sum there has been paid in cash bj Sub- 
ordinate Lodges, $733,64; from circular letters, $200 ; from 
Individual subscribers, $1,347 ; Grand Chapter, $100, which 
make the sum of $2,3-80,64. The Board have taken no other 
steps to provide buildings or make other preparations for the 
College, because they had no funds, and did not feel author- 
ized to contract debts.. 

The Board have often complained of the inattention and 
non-attendance of its meetings by the Trustees out of the 
county of Granville. Much pains have been taken, but with 
one single exception, none of the non-residents have attended 
the meetings of the Board, and the resident Trustees have 
felt themselves very much cramped. 

The Board have the institution very much at heart and 
trusted that their hands would have been held up by the 
order who had every where manifested so much zeal. But 
the Board are pained — -deeply pained — to say that their 
situation has been very embarrassing, and they find they are 
losing, if they have not already lost, the confidence of the 
community, and will soon be subjected, together with the 
order at large, to derision. And the undersigned is instructed 
by the Board to recommend to your body to furnish means 
for the speedy completion of the Institution, or else to 
authorize the Board to surrender the charter.

The Report of the Committee on Charters and Dispensa- 
tions, w'as read and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

Your Committee on Charters and Dispensations beg leave 
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to report, that they have examined the By-Laws and proceed- 
ings of the following Lodges working under dispensation^ 
viz : Chalmers Lodge, Evans Mills, Moore county ; Whites- 
ville Lodge, Whitesville, Columbus county ; Mount Pleasant 
Lodge, "Wake county; Scotch Ireland Lodge, Cow T ansville, 
Rowan county ; W'hitestone Lodge, Wake county ; Rolesville 
Lodge, Rolesville, Wake county ; Knap of Reeds, Granville 
county ; Scott’s Hill Lodge, Scott’s Hill, Hew Hanover 
county. There are defects, both in the By Laws and pro- 
ceedings of some of the above named Lodges, to which your 
committee are of the opinion it is only necessary to direct 
the attention of these members to have them corrected. The 
2nd section of article 6th in the By-Laws of County Line 
Lodge, permits the absence of a member from the regular 
meetings of the Lodge, who is known to have objections to 
a petitioner for the degrees, to exclude him as effectually as if 
rejected by a ballot. That section your committee are of 
opinion should be so amended as to limit the time to w r hich 
the known objections of a member should delay the action of 
the Lodge upon the petition of the applicant. By the pro- 
ceedings of that Lodge, w T e observe that it is in the practice 
of receiving petitions for degrees, acting upon them, and 
conferring the three degrees on the same day, which is con- 
trary to the provisions of the 10th section of article 4th of 
the By-Laws of the Grand Lodge. 

The 4th section of the 2nd article of the By-Laws of 
Scotch Ireland Lodge, and the second section of theBy-Lav^s. 
of Whitstone Lodge, provide that an election may be held at 
any regular meeting to fill vacancies in any of the offices of 
the Lodge. This your committee believe is contrary to Ma- 
sonic usage and law, and recommend that the above named 
sections be stricken out of their respective By-Laivs. 

A suspension of the By-Laws, which we observe by the 
proceedings of Scotch Ireland Lodge, is the practice on emer- 
gencies, is a violation of the 7th section of article 4th of the 
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By-Laws of this Grand Lodge, but we have no doubt the 
practice will be discontinued by them when informed of this 
fact. 

The 10th section of article 10 of the By-Laws of Whites- 
ville Lodge, grants the privilege, upon a unanimous vote, of 
conferring the degrees gratuitously, upon any person that 
the Lodge may choose 4 to favour.’ This is a violation of 
one of the regulations of this Grand Lodge, and should Id 
expunged from their By-Laws. 

The 30th section of article 20 of the By-Laws of Union 
Hall Lodge, provides that a member may be suspended for 
neglect of dues. This punishment is the second in degree, 
embraced in the Masonic code for crimes, and altogether 
disproportionate to the , offence, and should therefore be 
amended. The members of Union Hall Lodge desire to 
alter or change the name to Knap of Reeds, and as their 
reasons are satisfactory to your committee, we recommend 
that the charter issue under that name. 

Jerusalem Lodge, No. 95, originally located at Snow 
Hill, but moved some years since to Hookerton, without the 
necessary endorsement upon a change of charter, now make 
application through your committee to have their present 
charter exchanged for a new one, locating them properly. 
Your committee therefore recommend that the Grand Secre- 
tary be instructed to issue a new charter accordingly, upon 
the surrender of the one they now hold, without charge, save 
his own portion of the fees for charters. Your committee 
recommend that charters be granted to each off the new 
Lodges enumerated in this report, under instructions off 
amendment as herein suggested,.

To the Most Worshipful Grrand Lodge of North Carolina : 

Your Committee on Propositions and Grievances have had 
before them the reports of Masonic trials from a number of 
Subordinate Lodges, and beg leave to submit their conclu- 
sions upon the investigation of the several cases. 

In the case of suspension from Eagle Lodge, No. 7 1, of 
suspension and expulsion from Kilwinning Lodge, No. 64, of 
suspension from Carolina Lodge., 141, of expulsion from St. 
John’s Lodge, No. 3, of expulsion from Fulton Lodge, No. 
99, of suspension from Jerusalem Lodge, No. 95, of expul- 
sion from Clinton Lodge, No. 124. of expulsion and suspen- 
sion from Columbus Lodge, No. 102, of expulsion from Black - 
mer Lodge, No. 127, and of suspension from Dan River 
Lodge, No. 129, your committee find the proceedings gener- 
ally regular Avith a few unimportant exceptions, though the 
reports of many of these cases are returned without the evi- 
dence on the trial ; this might, and would have been a fatal 
omission could it not have been obtained, as it has fortu- 
nately, by the examination of witnesses here. This method 
of obtaining the evidence your committee would not wish to 
see adopted as a precedent, as it is of doubtful propriety, to 
say the least of it, and would not have been resorted to but 
for some peculiarities in the cases, which we do not deem 
proper to introduce here, together with the fact, of no appeal 
having been taken from the decision of the lodges, leaving 
the inference that the parties felt, that they had no just cause 
of complaint against the decision or proceedings in their 
cases. Your committee therefore recommend, that the action 
of the above enumerated lodges in the several cases of sus- 
pension and expulsion above named, be confirmed. 
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In the case of suspension from Wm. R. Davie Lodge, No. 
119, your committee are of opinion, that a reprimand in open 
lodge would have been a sufficient punishment for the offence 
of which the party was proven to have been guilty, and .can- 
not sustain the action of the lodge in that case. 

A petition from E. W. Ransdale, expelled from Lafayette 
Lodge m 1835, praying to be restored to regular standing, 
has been laid before your, committee, but not being accompa- 
nied with a recommendation from the lodge where he resides, 
your committee cannot recommend his case to the favorable 
consideration of this Grand Lodge. 

A petition from Wm. R. Du Pree, expelled by Joseph War- 
ren Lodge^ No. 92, praying to be restored to regular stand- 
ing, and one for the same object from Wm. S. Hunter, expelled 
by Concord Lodge, No. 58, both recommended by the officers, 
and a number of the members of the above named lodges, 
have been before your committee, and they respectfulv recom- 
mend that the prayers of the petitioners be granted. 

A question as to the right of membership, after the expi- 
ration of the time for which a member has been suspended, 
having been submitted to your committee, they are of opin- 
ion that when the time has expired, the Brother so suspend- 
ed, is entitled to all the rights and privileges that he enjoyed 
before his suspension, and if he was a member of the lodge 
by which he was suspended, a ballot is not necessary to restore 
him to that privilege.

RULES 

FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF SUBORDINATE LODGES 
IN MASONIC TRIALS. 

1. The accusation must be made in writing over the signa- 
ture of a Master Mason, and handed to the Secretary to be 
read in open Lodge, and spread upon the minutes, after 
which the accused shall be served with an attested copy of 
the charges and specifications, together with a notice through 
the Post Office or otherwise, at least ten days before the day 
of trial, to appear and answer, and should his place of resi- 
dence be at a distance, or he require more time to prepare for 
defence, a reasonable time may be allowed. If the residence 
of the accused be unknown, or he fails to appear, or to show 
satisfactory cause for delay of proceedings, then and in that 
case the Lodge may proceed to examine the charges 
ex parte. 

2. The examination of the charges shall be had in a Mas- 
ter Mason’s Lodge, especially notified and convened for that 
purpose, at which no visitors shall be admitted, except as 
counsel or witnesses, and the Lodge must be called off during 
the necessary presence of such persons, if they be not Mas- 
ter Masons. 

3. The accused may select his own counsel, and the wit- 
nesses shall testify on their honor Hearsay evidence must 
be excluded. If testimony be taken out of the Lodge, the 
accused, if he answer or appear, shall be duly notified of the 
time and place where such evidence will be taken, that he 
may have an opportunity of being present. 

4. No irrelevant questions or testimony shall be allowed 
in the examination of witnesses. The Master may conduct 
the examination on behalf of the Lodge, or it may appoint 
a committee for that purpose, and the questions to, as well as 
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the answers by the witnesses, must be carefully noted down, 
read, and if necessary, amended in their presence, and then 
spread upon the minutes. 

5. When the examination is closed, the accused shall then be 
heard in defence, either in pefson or through his counsel, 
after which all who are not members of the Lodge shall 
retire, and if during the examination it shall have been called 
off, the Lodge must then be called on. 

6. The question, guilty or not guilty, shall be put to the 
Lodge, upon each separate specification, which a majority of 
the members present shall determine by ballot, and if the 
accused be found guilty of any one or more of the charges 
or specifications, then the penalty shall be determined in like 
manner, taking the question upon the highest penalty, (Ex- 
pulsion) first, a vote of two-thirds of the members present 
being necessary to expel or suspend. The particular char- 
ges or specifications upon wdiich the accused shall be found 
guilty, together with the sentence determined upon must be 
spread upon, the minutes. 

7. A Brother feeling himself aggrieved by the decision of 
of a Subordinate Lodge, shall have the right of an appeal to 
the Grand Lodge, he having given due and timely notice to 
the Subordinate Lodge of his intention so to appeal from its 
decision, and the Secretary of said Lodge, if required, shall 
furnish him with a copy of all the proceedings touching his 
case. 

When a Subordinate Lodge shall expel or suspend a 
Brother, all the proceedings, embracing the charges, specifi- 
cations, evidence on both sides, verdict upon each charge or 
specification, and the sentence, shall be sent up, under the 
seal of the Lodge, and attested by the Secretary at the en- 
suing meeting of tile Grand Lodge, for examination.

ARTICLE III. 

Section 7. Representatives to the Grand Lodge must bear 
with them certificates of appointment, under the seal of the 
Lodge they represent, attested by the Secretary ; and all 
credentials must be handed to the Grand Secretary, together 
with all fees or dues. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section 17. Every Lodge under this jurisdiction shall 
make regluar annual returns to the Grand Lodge, containing 
a list of the officers and members ; a list of those initiated, 
passed, raised and admitted ; of deaths, withdrawals, suspen- 
sions, expulsions and rejections; and of all resident masons 
not inembers, to be certified by the Secretary, under the seal 
of the Lodge, Each Lodge shall likewise transmit with it* 
returns, such annual dues or fees, as the Grand Lodge may 
at any time assess.
